1 1 . 13 The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The argument that De Bonet does not teach selecting an Image is not persuasive since the source data being lossleslv 
compressed such as MRI, X-rav or CT signals (De Bonet: column 1 . lines 25-26) are not expresslv selected as a portion of 
another image and therefore is considered a full image per se. The remainder of the arguments are directed to the new feature 
("using an integer wavelet transform") and cannot overturn the final rejections.
